However bare the corridors, however omniscient the 
presence of janitors in the shape of policemen, there ws 
always an air of sociability ubout the House of Com- 
mons. It is still regarded quite as much asa club asa 
House of Logislature, and is readered additionally so by 
the fact that there is not sufficient seating capacity in the 
Caamber itself for anything like its full complement of 
members, 

The House of Commons is the only national political 
assembly in the world which canaot accommodate its 
members; there are 670 representatives, and room for 
ay 450. 

t follows thus that large numbers must spend 
their time in the library, the reading, or the smoke- 
rooms; and, considering that these apartments are 
furnished ‘in the mo-t luxurious style, it is not to be 
wondered that a member does not often complain of 
being debarred from listening to the oratorical efforts of 
his colleagues. 

As a matter of fact, some members arrive at the 
House early in the morning, and remain within the 
precincts unti} Big Ben has tolled the witching bour of 
midnight. These generally consist of the impecunious, 
those who sleep in humble lodgings, but whose address 
is “ House of Oommons, London”; for there is many a 
member, many a haughty legislator in receipt of no higher 

ge than that of a clerk. 

ut the most popular room of all is the dining-room. 
Plenty of members there are who would probably choose 
a good dinner every night of the Session before a good 
Government, aad it is certain the House is never in such 
a bad humour as when a sitting is about to be protracted 
through the dinner hour. An appeal from the stomach 
is vastly more effective than the most cunning rhetoric,

Grasse ig the daintiest manufacturing town in the 
world, for there the. pict of this land of flowers is 
reduced to a lifeless, colourless

. The fat as it-comes from the butcher is refined hefore 
it.ean be geed in’ the:making of pomade and perfume. [t 
is cut, washed, aud chopped exceedingly tine, Then it is 
pat on the fire tg simmer for an hour anda half. Alli the 
“Impurities rise to the top in phe form of a erust aud are 
- speedily removed. 
 Agaip gud again it is skimmed and finally boiled. 

' After standing § whole night. it is drawn off as clear as 
‘water. ae lard ia poured into buge four-footed tanks, 
while the Grmer suet is formed into bricks ready for use. 
In the factory of Messrs. Warwick Fréres—the re- 
nowned scent makers of Grasse—I was initiated into the 
_ Iaysteries of this maceration process. 
. About ’a-hundredweight of flowers are thrown into a 
tinned copper holding some five hundredweight of 
Jard and suet. Soon the eentents are brought to boiling 
peint; end the flowers and grease are stirred er 
: rates on th spoon. After some hours the liqui a is 
. strained off through a monstrous sieve, carrying with it 

all the scent and colour of the flowers, i 

‘'.-It is then treated to another dose of blossoms and yet 
_ another, perhaps ae even thirty times, before it is 
sufficiently impregnat 
‘The pomade is finally gent down to the cellars te cool, 
, and is either exported or taken upstairs and turned into 
~-goent. ’ 
_. “The flowers which have remained behind in the sieve 
naturelly retaip a certain amount of the macerating mix- 
_ tare, -. That'this may not be wasted they, too, are carried 
Upstairs in strong canvas bags, and subjected: to: evor- 
“mous. pressure in hydraulic presses. The fat is eqaeezed 
‘out, accompanied by the moisture of the flowers, from 
which it is separated by skimming, and both are pre- 
served: - 


_. "Phe pomade which has absorbed all the odour-impart- 
‘ing particles exhaled by the planta is robbed of this by 
the alcohol in an upper room. The spirits of corn or rice 
-ave poured into t vate, and then the pomade is thrown 
’ in in Hage lumps, and the lids are bolted on. . 
Inside these vata are stirrers like a ship's screw, which 
are set in: motion. in opposite directions, and before long 
the eoptents are thoroughly blended, forming a creamy 
mass, This is allowed to stand for some hours, when the 
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fat sinks to the bottom. The alcohol, which has now 
robbed the grease of all its scent and colour, is drawn off, 
passed through tubes surrounded with iced water, losing 
there the greater part of the dissolved fat, and is then 
stored away. 

It bas been found that the scents keop best in large 
copper vata holding about five hundred gallons, These 
are placed in a coul, dark room, and the waters lose none 
of their perfume for five years, 

‘Phus ends the process of maceration. The next which 
Messrs, Warwick Fréres showed me was surely the 
strangest of all, It is that which is technically called 


enfleurage. 

{n this, glass frames are used measuring some two feet 
square, e@ blended lard and suet is spread on both 
sides of the glass and the biossoms are lightly strewn on 
the upper surface, petal by petal. A number of trays 
filled after this manner are piaced on the top of one 
another and form an air-tight box. The flowers are 
removed after the first day and fresh ones put in their 
place as quickly as the nimble fingers of the peasant girls 
can work, ' 

This is repeated every morning until the fat is 
thoroughly impregnated. From time to time the layers of 
cream are carcfully combed to allow the perfume to pene- 
trate to the very bottom. The tuberose, the jonquil, and the 
jasmine, are the chief flowers treated by this cold cream 
process. 

Last, but not least, comes distillage, One hundred 
pounds of bloxsoms go to one hundred and fifty pounds 
of water in the still, and both are brought to boiling 
point by the pas-age of super-heated steam through the 
eoils of a surrounding “ worm.” 

The water and essential oils rise in the form of vapour, 
pass through a curved pipe into a apiral tube which 
descends tbrough a tank of cold water, condense, and 
come out at the bottom in a flowing stream, the oil of 
course floating on tha top of the receiver, whence it is 
easily separated, 

A thousand pounds of flowers yield only une of oil, and 
Otto of rove. in Grasse is worth fifty golden sovereiyus & 
pound. The water isdrawu off and taken upstnirs to be 
stored with the perfumed spirits obtained by the other 
processes. Roses, lavender, aud orange flowers are dis- 
tilled in the greatest quantities. 

Other scents are made in other ways. Almonds and 
eucalyptus berries are crushed in moustrons mills into 
the finest powder, and the produce is beaten up with 
alcohol. 

Every part of the orange tree is used in making per- 
fame. Even tho leaves aud twigs are distilled, and the 
tipe goldeu fruit yields a most fragrant and delicious oil. 
The process is a curious one. The vranges are taken one 
by one and akilfully rolled over the piu-like pricks of an 
instrument called an ecuel/e in the language of the per- 
fumers, and the oil as it tluws is taken up by a sponge. 

Of all the flowers which Nature with her lavish hand 
bestows, the family which serves the Grasois rest is that 
botanically known as labiate, Foremost amoug these 
are the lavender, the thyme, and the rovemary, and the 
higher the altitude at which they grow the betier the oil 
the yield, ~ ; ‘ 

The very finest oil of lavender is made by distilling 
only the millions of little flowers which grow upon the 
stalk, but usually the whole plants are thrown into the 
still just as they grow. sly reo more thao half a 
million pounds of the genus /abiate are manufactured 
into scent every year in Grasse, 

One of the sweetest perfumes is distilled from the 
geranium, and the whole flowering plant. leaves and ail, 
is caet into the vat. Qne would hardly expect the 
gorauium’s scent to equal chat of the cose, and yet, as a 
matter of fact, a novice could hardlv tell the difference, 

The rose which is used for scent muxing is a speciality 
of the province. The flowering begins in the middle of 
April, and lasts to the end of June. In ome weeks over 
three million ponads of roses will be gathered in the 
neighbouring fields and gardens and brought to the per- 
fumeries of Grasse. 

From the fragrant factories of Messrs. Warwick Fréres 
I went to the packing department, where blending and 
bottling is done by scores of patois-speaking uatives. 
Round every bottle they wrapped and glued with nimble 
fingers paper, ted, yellow, and blue, for the light must be 
kept trom the scent. 

‘he pomade which has not been washed upstairs with 
alcohol is exported in air-tight tins, aud the extract is 
uced at its destination wherever that may chance 


be. 

Altogother about 30,000,000 pounds of flowers are 

thered in the cradle of pen ames every year, to die 
aud live again in fats and oils, made oobler by their 

resence, How many gallons of scent ure exported from 
Denver nobody knows exactly ; so much | out in the 
shape of pomade that it is very hard to form any trust- 
worthy notion. And yet it certaiuly cannot be very far 
short of 6 million, 

Outside in the qnaint old streets of Grasse the air is 
loaded with the perfumes of the factories, which, blended 
together, form a delightfnl fragrance like that of sweot- 
smelling santal wood. Slost towas on the Riviera are 
beautiful, with ugly smella, but Grasse, made ugly with 
its smoking chimneys, is the sweetest emelling town, not 
only in the lovely South of France, but in the whole wide 
world.
